This Correfpondent feems to take it for granted, that no 
Sotchman can have either Senfe or Honour ; and, as if this” 
Poftulatum was allowed, he runs on in an Invective againft 
the whole Scori/ Nation without Diftinétion. Give me 
Leave to tell that Gentleman that Railing is not Arguing, 
and that no Man of Senfe was ever convinced by it. With- 
out looking back to former Ages, fure there are Scotchmen 
at this Day who have di/tinguifo'd themfelves, both in Arts 
and in Arms, for the Support of this //and ; but fuppofe we 
fhould fix the Criterion of all Merit to one Principle, that 
is, to an Adherence to the prefent Government, or the 
Love of our Country, which I am willing to make one 
and the fame Thing: Let us, I fay, try them by this 
‘TFouchftone, and we fhall find that fome Natives of North- 
Britain have gone greater Lengths to ferve the Caufe, than 
fuch of their Southern Neighbours as have been loudett in 
their Pretences to Loyalty. . 


We are lately efcap’d from a dangerous Situation, and 
perhaps it may be needlefs to fay, that we owe our prefent 
Safety to the Conduct and Management of fome ingenious 
Minds among the Scots. To avoid a tedious Enumeration 
of »1l that have exerted themfelves in this critical Time of 
Trial, I fhall confine myfelf to three or four Gentlemen of 
the fame Name and the fame Family; who, like the Fabii 
in the Days of ancient Rome, feem to have devoted them- 
felves to the Service of their Country, and if not in the 
fame Manner, yet ina Way not altogether new. 


I know, Sir, it is often imputed to Scotchmen, asa Kind 
of Reproach, that they are national: The Gentlemen of 
whom I fpeak are indeed wationa/, but not in that confin'd 
Senfe in which their Cenfurers would have the Word under- 
ftood ; they do not entertain a narrow Partiality for shat or 
this Corner of the Ifland ; they confider every Inch of 
Great- Britain as their Country ; to the Good of the whole 
they are willing to facrifice their native Spot, their Houf- 
hold Gods, their Kindred, and their particular Friends. 
The elder Brutus hath reteived the general Applaufe of 
more than two thoufand Years for facrificing his Sons to the 
Public Good : ‘Theie Gentlemen have done infinitely more ; 
they have facrificed all other Obligations to the Service of 
their Country. One of thefe Gentlemen was for a while un- 
jultly cenfured for entering into the late unnatural Rebellion, 
but it is now well known that he entered into Rebellion to 
defeat Rebellion: It is owing to him that our Enemies were 
divided and embarraffed in their Councils; it is he, who 
broke them into Parties and FaGtions ; it is he, who per- 


plexed them in'every military Operation ; it is he, who 
faved our Army at Falkirk from being cut to Pieces or 
taken, by diverting the Purfuit ; it is owing to the Oppo- 
fition made by him, while amongft them, to every Mea- 
{ure for improving their Victories, that they retired into 
fuch a barren Part of the Country as muft inevitably have 
ftarved them, had they. continued there a Week longer ; 
and, when thro’ Neceflity they became defperate enough to 
refolve on attacking an Army vaftly fuperior to their own, 
it is he, who, by removing their beft Men from what they 
call the Poft of Honour, exafperated their Minds fo as to 
provoke them to go off. without ftriking a Stroke 5 ic is 
he, who, by leading thcir other Wing aftray upon their 
March, fatigued them with Labour and weakened them 
for Want of Food, fo as to have neither Strength enough 
to draw their Swords nor to fly; ina Word, it was he, 
who delivered the Enemy into our Hands, and put an End 
to the unnatural Rebellion. 


A Second was one well acquainted with all the Councils 
of our Enemies, and become a Kind of Favourite with the 
young Adventurer, and had taken Oaths of Fidelity to him, 
Having previoufly infinuated himfelf into: the ‘Truft and 
Confidence of many of his Adherents, he had the Skill and 
Addrefs to turn it all to their Confufion and our Advan- 
tage ; nor fhould we omit the eminent Service of diftrefling 
and weakening the Enemy, by keeping back great Part of 
the Moncy entrufted by his young Maffer with him alone, 
to be diftribated amongft them for their Encouragement ; 
than which a more eminent Piece of Service could not have 
been well performed, as it quite difabled the Enemy from 
rallying or continuing the War ; fince which, he hath con- 
traéted fuch an Averfion to every Individual engaged in 
that wicked Caufe, that he is willing to contsibute, as much 
as in him lies, to extirpate them and their Families from 
the Face of the Rarth, not only thofe who took Arms, 
but all that he could any way fufpedt inclined to favour that 
flagitious Attempt ; defpifing Affinity of Blood, the greateft 
perfonal Obligations, and all other Ties, when they ftand 
in Competition with the Love of his Country ! 


The Third, who has been well diftinguith’d by the 
Appellation of Orator Srrix in fome of your Papers, 
yields not in the leaft Point of Merit to the other Two ; 
tho’ the beft Part of his Defervings is known but to very 
few, his fingular Modefty not allowing him to be the 
Trumpeter of his own Fame and Praifes ; it is therefore but 
reafonable that others fhould do him that Juftice. At an 
Age when other young Men are purfuing trifling Pleafures, 
did this Gentleman begin to think of ferving his Country ; 
The narrow Circumftances of his Family not affording any 
Provifion for younger Children, he found Means by the 
Intereft of a Brother, equal to himfelf in Virtue and Ho- 
nour, to draw a {mall Subfiftence from the Charity of the 
P——T——p—Rr to his M@—y’s C—n: But could this 
fmall Tie or Obligation engage him again’ his Country ? 
No, Sir, his Soul, fuperior to all mercenary Confidcrations, 
took a more noble Turn! While he feemingly made Ufe 
of that charitable Support only to qualify himfelf for a 
Profeffion, he did his Country moit fignal Service, by be- 





coming the Canal of Intelligence betwixt this Brother and 





thofe in the Am————=n of our Affairs, being thereby 
greatly inftrumental in defeating the Projects and Defigns 
of our Enemies, 


Among Churchmen fuch Things as pious Cheats have 
been practifed and allowed ; Stratagems and A mbufeades, 
which are fo many Frauds, have been always applauded in 
the Profeffion of Arms; and Deceits, in the Management 
of political Affairs, have at all Times their Admirers. 


Let me tell you, Sir, thefe are Lonourable Fathoods, «ir- 
tuous Deceits ; and, as they were begun before our Nur/ing 
had an Opportunity by Converfation with Men of greater 
Experience and more enlarged Minds of being fet right, 
it fhews that they proceeded from a Heart by Nature 
inclin'd to Virtue. When I compare this Gentleman with 
the Two mentioned before, I think of thofe Lines of Dryden 
where, fpeaking of one Poet comparatively with two others, 
he fays: E

The Orator hath already tafled the Sweets of Prefer- 
ment, but it is to be hoped that it will not tlop there, for 
it will be no fmall Comfort to the Subjedls to fee their Pro- 
perties decided by a Perfon of fuch a noble and difinterefted 
Mind! who has given fuch early Proofs of his natural Biafs 
to Juftice, to the Family on the Throne, 
and to our excellént Conftitution in Church and 
State. —- May the other Two alfo be diftinguifhed by 
fome great and remarkable Favours! May they enjoy a 
warmer Climate, and bafk in the Sunfhine of the C—t! 
and, after they all Three thall have made noble Alliances 
amongft us, in order to raife up a Breed of honourable Men 
for the Army, the Cabinet, and the Bar, may they all 
Three meet with their Due and be exalted on high, for the 
Honour and Encouragement of their virtuous Potterity ;

FOREILGN AFFAIRS. 
7 ALY 

Nice, March 11. We hear from Villa Franca, that a 
Corfican Officer, in the Service of the Crown of Spain, 
has been arrelted there: It’s pretended that he was going to 
Corfica to raife People for the Service of the Genozfe. His 
Papers are all feal’d up. 

Genoa, March 11. The Deferters which come here 
affure, that the Auftrians were making extraordinary Pre 
parations for forming the Siege of this City, and that their 
Army, which had been confiderably reinforced, was imme- 
diately to march for that Purpole: ‘This News, at firlt 
caufed fome Confternation here, we neverthelefs, in fome 
Degree, recovered from it, after having recciv’d certain 
Advice, that the French and Spanith ‘Trogps, deftined to 
come to the Succour of the Repudlick, were embarked, 
and were actually ander Sail with a fair Wind, heeping as 
clofe to the Coaft as poflible to avoid the Englith Cruizers. 

Five Englith Men of War, a Bomb- Ketch, and a Xebeck, 
have cruized feveral Days off this Coaft; but they have 
not been able to prevent feveral Ships laden with Provifions 
from Corfica, Leghorn, and the Weftern Rivicras, from 
entering this Port. We learn by thofe arrived from Mo- 
naco, Alcflio, St. Remo, and other Places, that the German 
Troops of the Army of Count Brown were continuing their 
March towards Lombafdy, and that they made but a fhort 
Stay at Savona, where there is a Garrifon of 1500 Pied- 
montefe : We have alfo been informed, that feveral Ships 
laden with Artillery, Baggage, and fick People, were 
arriv’d at Vado under the Convoy of three Englith Men of 
War; and that an entire Company of Piedmontefe Militia, 
deferted and went to Monaco. 


GERMANY. 

Francfort, March 26, Public Prayers are offered in all 
our Churches for the happy Delivery of the Emprefs Qoeen, 
who is in the Ninth Monch of her Pregnancy. 

HOLLAN D. 

Hague, Marc) 30. Yellerday a grand Council of War 
was held at his Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cumberland’s : 
All the Generals which are here affiited at it ; and it’s 
aflured that His Royal Highnefs will fet out next Week 
for Breda, Maettricht, and fome other Frottier ‘Towns, in 
order to give the neceflary Orders there for affembling the 
Army and opening the Campaign. Moft of the ‘Troops 
which are to form it are actually on their March, and the 
Hofpital has Orders to fet out this Day for the Frontiers. 
The Englih Troops which are to make the Campaign 
coniift of 13587 Men: ‘There will be 18068 Hanoverians, 
and 6180 Heflians in the Britith Pay ; The auxiliary Body 
of the State will confit of 35472 Men, exclufive of Hut- 
fars, Independent Companies, and 6co Men belonging to 
the Artillery : The Imperialifts willamount to (0258 Men, 
exclufive of the Garrifon of Luxembourg, where there 
will be g8co Men. So that, upon the whole, his Royal 
Highnefs will have under his Command in Flanders this 
Campaign about 140,000 effective Men, befides the Irre- 
gulars, &c. 

Hague, March 31. Some Letters from Parjs of the 
23d fay, that they had an Account from Spain, that fome 
Englifh Ships of War had taken and carried to Lifbon three 
Spanifh Regifter Ships, viz. the Nymph, the Fort and the 
Augulta, two being outward and one homeward bound 
Several of the Martinico Men were ftill miffing 5 they had 
Accounts of feven or vight being got into the Groyne ; fix 
were given over for loft. M de Saxe was expected at Bruf 
fels latt Night, without waiting at Paris for the Arrival of 
M. de Belleifle, who is drinking the Mineral Waters of 
Vals in Provence. ‘The firlt Succours from ‘Toulon and 
Marfeilles failed the 17th imftant for Genoa, a‘ter having 
been embarked ever fince the 6th. Every ‘Thing was get- 
ting ready in the corquered Netherlands for the opening ihe 
Campaign, and immediately after Marfhal Saxe’s Arrival 
at Mechlin, a Council of General Officers is to be held. It 
was faid at Paris, that the Freach King’s Equipage wou!d 
be ready to fet oat by the 15th of April. We have no 
other Particulars of the French Expedition in the Marqui- 
fate of Bergen, but that the Party confifled of the Picquets 
of Horfe and I:regulars of the Garrifons of Bruflels and 
‘Louvain, commanded by M, de Clermont Gallerande, and 
that a great deel of Plunder was fold publicly on Monday 
Morning at Antwerp.

On Monday laft William Maynard, Waterman, was 
convi&ed by the Rulers of the Watermens Company be- 
fore William Clark, Efq; one of his Majefty’s Juftices of 
the Peace for the County of Surry, in the Penalty of Ten 
Pounds, for contraéting Matrimony in the Time of his 
Apprenticefhip ; and he not having fufficient to pay the 
faid Penalty, was committed to the Houfe of Correfion 
for fourteen Days, as the A&t of Parliament in that Cafe 
direéts.

“© On Friday a Court-Martial was held on board the 
Duke Man of War, inthe Harbour, to enquire into the 
Lois of the Hinchinbrook sloup of War, when the Officers 
were honourably acquitted. 

Yefterday another Court-Martial was held on board the 
Duke Man of War, on the Officers of the Hornet Sloop 
of War, to enquire into the Caule of the Lof& of the faid 
Vek, and they were likewiie acquitted.”

* « About a Month ago Commodore [.ee, with the Sof. 
folk, Dreadnought, Sutherland, and Gofport, met with 
the French Fleet, of about 70 Sail, bound from Marti- 
nico to St. Domingo, under Convoy of two Ships of War, 
of 70 and 40 Guns; the Commodore made Signals to give 
Chace to the French Men of War. Our Ship ran through 
the Merchantman after them ; but as they out-failed our 
Ships, they drew them away from the Trade. Seven or 
eight Sail had ftruck to the Gofport, which fhe was 
obliged to leave, to follow the Commodore : However, 
they afterwards fell in with fome of the Merchant Ships, 
and teok five, one of which is faid to be the richeft of the 
Fleet ;* the others are not valuable. 

Thurfday the sft inant the Commodore was watering 
at St. Kires, when there paft’by the Mland for France 107 
Sail of Veflels, convoy’d by two Men of War, of 60 and 
50 Guns, two J'rigates, laden with Sugay, two Indiamen, 
and the Galga, a Spanifh Privateer, the fame that formerly 
took the Comet. Boinb off this Mlind. Commodore Lee 
flipt and went afcer them, as did a Philadelphia Brig. Pri 
veteer; and the next Morning, Capt. Woolford, in a Snow 
belonging to St. Kit’s, with 220 brave Fellows on board : 
~—but the Commodore is.fince returned, having mifs’d 
the French Fleet. ‘Ibe Go'port is now turning up, with 
the Prize the left at St. Kitt’s. She took another of the 
Fleet ; but there is no News of her fince.” 


‘Thurfday came Advice, that a Spanith Ship, Jaden 
with Guns and Stores, bound from the Havannah from 
Ferrol, is taken by the Englith in her Paffige. 

Capt. Price's Veffel, bound to New-York, was loft near 
Coney-Ifland, but the Crew fav’d. 

The Expedition, Capt. Stevens, a Privateer of South 
Carolina has, in Conjunétion with another 1akena French 
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Veffel, having on board a large Quantity of Pieces of 
Light. 

The Jofeph, Capt. Mafon, from Holland, bound to the 
Weft of England, 1s taken and carried into Gravelines by 
a French Privateer. 

The St. George, Story, from Leghorn, that was ran on 
fhore on the Iile of Dogs, oppotite to Deptford, was 
on Wednefday Afternoon happily got off; and tis expected 
fhe will get up to her Moorings a Thurfuay. 

The Naffiu, Capt. Romney, is loft in the North of Tre- 
land : She was a Ship miny Years in the Newfoundland 
Trade; but cther Particulars 2re not known. 

The Anfon, Sibbald, from Leith for Holland, was loft 
on the Flemifh Coaft, and all the Crew, except the Maiter, 
perith'’d. 

The Lumlcy-Caftle, Proftor, is lof off Foulnefs ; the 
Cook, two Paflengers, and seven of the Crew drown’d.
